Norris, republican, Ne- 
braska, in a letter of rumors he had 
heard concerning irregularities in 
Kansas City, testified Monday be- 
fore Senator James A. Reed, chair- 
man of the senate campaign fund 
investigating committee, and ad- 
mitted he had no specific informa- 
tion upon which to base his charges. 
Senator Reed promised to turn 


the testimony and the letter over 
to the committee and to disqualify 
himself should it decide to investi- 
gate further, as he actively cam- 
paigned in 
behalf of Harry 
B. 
Hawes, St. Louis, -<\ho was men- 
tioned in Walmsley's letter. 
Walmsley admitted authorship of 
the missive in which he said it was 
common gossip that the Kansas 
City Street Railways Co. had con- 
tribmuted between 
$250,000 
and 


$750,000 to the T. J. Pendergast fac- 
tion of the democratic party here 
in consideration for a twelve year 
extension of Its franchise. 


AValmsley, the only witness called 
yesterday, was unable to supply the 
committee with the names of any 
one who did know specifically of 
the matters mentioned in his letter 
and admitted that his allegations 
were based altogether on rumor and 
campaign talk.

BUTTE, Mont, Nov. 23.—(By tho 


Associated 
Press.)—The greatest 


foreclosuie proceedings in history 
was' carried through here yester- 
day when tho Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St Paul railway was offered at 
public sale and drew one bid of 
$140,000,000. 


Th.e bid was made by representa- 


tives of the reorganization 
com- 


mittee, headed by Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., and the National City bank. 
New York City, and will be sub- 
mitted to the Federal court In Chi- 
cago December 13, for approval.. 


A half hour was required for the 


transaction. 
The road was offered In five lots 


—$42,500,000 being bid for the lines 
we&t of Mobridge, S. D., 567.500,000 
for the lines east, or $110.000,000 for 
the entire physical property. Twelve 
million, five hundred thousand was 
offered for the road's investment 
and'securities, but instead of limit- 
ing the bid to the upset price of 
.$125,000,000, the 
bidders 
offered 


5140,800,000. 
The offer was made 


by Robert T. Swarne whom they 
will assign their interests in the 
bid. 
" 
Big Indebtedness. 


The road is the first line of such, 


magnitude to go upon the auction 
block. The difficulties which forced 
it into the courts arose from Its in- 
ability to meet indebtedness xwhich 
on January 1, 1925, totalled more 
than $465,000,000 and which inclu- 
ded two groups of bonds, one cover- 
ing the entire line and another, 
called the 
Puget 
Sound 
bonds, 


covering the latter construction be- 
tween MobMdge and 
the 
Pacific 


coast. 
Butte was seleted as the place for 
the sale as the most 
accessible 


city on tha line affected by both 
bond issues. 
Despite the fact that only the 


reorganization interests qualified as 
bidders before the sale, the eveXt 
drew to Butte individuals and rep- 
resentatives of interests, which, not 
including- the principals, was said 
to represent a total wealth of sev- 
eral hundred million dollars 


No representative 
of the Jame- 


son interests made himself known 
as such. 
These Interests, holding 


about 516,000,000 of the road's junior 
securities, sought up to the very 
hour of the sale to secure its post- 
ponement on the ground that a bet- 
ter reorganization plan than the 
one presented could have 
been 


worked out. 
The sale was conducted in front 


of the Milwaukee station, in sight of 
a crowd which packed the street 
and blocked all entrances to the 
building.

young Franks, 


was summoned to testify for the

He refused, however, to admit 
that he was in solitary

ment on May 5 when Klein 
was 
stabbed to death near the tier of 
solitary cells and declined to . say 
whether he saw or heard anything 
from his cell on the day of the 
escape. - 
"It is contrary to the ethics of 
tho prison for me to answer such 
a question," he told the attorney 
who pressed him for details of the 
escape.

Upon their 
own volition, the group seeking to abolish it an- 
nounced It irould be impossible to "fit enoi'gh signa- 
tures to submit the question at the November elec- 
tion. Candidates to the legislature were not aski cl 
or expected to take a position upon it. 7t raises a 
question of such serious consequence to Hie state's 
educational Institution that it should not be project- 
ed into legislative deba'te until some opportunity can 
be had to test public sentiment.

A DISQUIETING CONDITION.

Alcohol In Bread? 


It seems to be generally conceded that those who have been alcoholic 


and are breaking their habit, consume large amounts of candy, and it is 
a -well recognized fact that candy engenders a craving which Is Quite 
'ntense. 


Does the candy product an alcoholic intoxication and craving? T 


are always some yeast germs which get into the intestinal tract and 
whether the fermentlon of the excess sweets does cause an appreciable 
amount of alcohol sufficient to cause the craving, has not been deter- 
mined as-far as I know. I don't remember ever reading of any scientific 
vork on the subject. 


Bread acid other starches have come in for condemnation on tli 


alcohol question also, so you will be interested to read an e.vcerpt from 
an article, "The Chemistry and Physiology of Bread, Biscuits and Crack- 
rs," wntten by .1. P. Street, on the amount of alcohol in these products. 
'11 quote: 


"The use of any yeast naturally gives rise to the presence Of smnll 


amounts of alcohol In the finished product. Bolas found from 0.22 to 
.40 per cent of alcohol in new bread, or about 16 grains per average 
oat . . . so that the danger of alcoholic stimuation from eating of bread 
s indeed remote." 


(As there are approximately 80 grains to the teaspoonful, there is, 


hen, 
approximately one-.fifth of a teaspoonful to the average loaf of 


read.) 


Most of us like bread so much that we are glad to absolve it from 


ny sinister trait. When we think of a good meal, we always think of 
ome good bread with It, and bread (especially whole grain bread made 
with milk) is a valuable addition to the diet. Being more or less neutral 
n taste, bread serves to accentuate the taste of other foods. However, 
hose 
who are mcl'med to overweight almost invariably eat too much 


oread, and. of course, butter with it. and bread and butter is probably 
he cause of more overweight than any other one factor in the "eats" not 
ven excepting candy. 


An excess of starchy foods is also unwise for those suffering from 


acid stomach and rheumatic conditions and some other ailments

course, for that part,, any excesses of any principle of the diet—the meat 
lement or the fat—are unwise also.

$920,000 for the purchase and fur- 
ther development of two separate 
electric and gas corporations.

the face of strong opposition this 
proposal 
was 
withdrawn, and a 


new proposal filed for issuance of 
.$250,000 m bonds. 


What is a "revenue bond?" 
It 
is an obligation issued without the 
formality of a vote of approval, in 
fact an evasion of the law which 
directs expli-itly how bonds may be 
issued and also restricts the total 
bonded indebtedness of the muni- 
cipality. 
A capital "group" sup- 


plies the capital and controls the 
utility during a term of years dur- 
ing which the debt is being liqui- 
djUed by earnings of the plant. Ir, 
other words the city council or 
commission actually sequesters or 
hypothecates the property of the 
taxpayers 
and 
vests 
control or 


temporary ownership in an alien 
corporation,. Meaning that the pre- 
tended public ownership is merely 
a sham and a cover fcr private ex- 
ploitation through off cial conni- 
vance.

there was no necessity for worry 
over the medicinal supply for sev- 
eral years, Mr. Mellon emphasized 
that J,t would require five years to 
age properly a new supply. He es- 
timated there was no more than a 
Jive year supply on hand. 


I 
Likewise, Mr. Mellon has no sym- 


pathy for the proposals to import 
whisky from abroad to meet do- 
mestic requirements. 
He believes 
it will be easier to assure a. pure 
supply of liquor and to prevent div- 
ersions if the whisky is manufac- 
tured here rather than imported. 


"While the financing: details of 


General Andrews'-plan to organize 
a private corporation under federal 
supervision to manufacture med- 
icinal liquor and take over all exist- 
ing sup-piles remain undetermined, 
Mr. Mellon hopes this program can 
be put Into effect without govern- 
ment assistance. He is prepared, 
however, to seek temporary finan- 
cial aid from the government if it

Tuesday morning-. 


Mr. Zeininger has been engaged 


in newspaper work in the Philip- 
pine Islands for the past seventeen 
years, is part owner of The Mani- 
la Bulletin, the largest newspaper 
m the Orient and is a field lepre- 
SKntative of the United Press. He 
was Introduced to the 11 o'clock 
convocation of journalism students 
by Gayle C TTalkor. acting directoi 
of tho school of Journalism. 


An informed public mind is need- 


ed both In the Philippines .and In 
the United States if this problem of 
the political futurs of the islands 
la to be settled In the proper man- 
ner, he declared. As a. background 
for his discussion he told some- 
thing about the present govern- 
ment, the lack of homogeneity In 
the people Inhabiting the Islands 
and how. rightly or 
wrongly, the 
native leaders had expected to be 
given their independence immedi- 
ately after the Spanish-American 
war. 
' 
The United States could aband- 


on all supervision and let the Fili- 
pinos "paddle their own canoes" but 
that would not give them Indepen- 
dence, he declared. 
At the pres- 


ent time the national 
could not 


build, equip 'and properly support 
one first class battleship with the 
total returns from their taxation, he 
said in taking the stand that the 
islands must have economic inde- 
pendence upon which to base poli- 
tical independence. 
Another factor which 
must be 


considered, according to Mr. Zein- 
inger, Is that there is a -very deli- 
cate balance'of power in the Orient 
with practically every great power 
i the -world having some interest 
there. Since the nations know that 
America Is disinterested "the pies- 
ence of the United State's flag Is a 
great stabilizing- influence in the 
Orient today." he declared. 
In deciding- whether immediate 
and absolute freedom, permanent 
American soverelgnity, or continued 
control for a period of jears it> de- 
sirable, Mr Zcminger said that the 
United States must remember that 
it has a mission and trust not only 
to the Filipinos but also to world 
peace and security.

in the forthcoming

commission with a hearing at Oma- 
ha to begin January 11, has -been 
prepared and given out by Bate 
Expert -U. G. Powell of the Ne- 
braska railway 
commission, who 


will assist in formulating exhibits 
and evidence in the case, -in con- 
Junction with accountants and rate 
men from other states. Mr. Pow- 
ell's synopsis is 
as 
follows 
in 


part; 
The importance of the hearings 


before the interstate^ commerce com- 
mission that will start on January 
] 1, 1327, cannot be overestimated. 
The effect of the final order of ihe 
commission will tend to icvolution- 
ize business of all kinds located in 
the 
western 
trunk-line 
territory 


which the commission has outlined 
as including the following states: 
Illinois, Wisconsin, the upper pen- 
nlnsula 
of 
Michigan, 
Mis&ouri 


(north of the Missouri river), Iowa, 
Minnesota, 
Kansas., 
Nebraska, 


South Dakota, North Dakota, Colo- 
lado (east of the line Trinidad 10 
Pueblo, Denver to Cheyenne) and 
that portion o£ eastern Wyoming 
east of a line Cheyenne to Casper 
to Sheridan.

HE decoration of the table is a good deal a matter of taste; but a tablesclotU of 
damask, embroidered linen or lace is considered bettor form than tab'e mats. There 


is no limit to tho type of centerpiece that may be used. It may be a lovely urn, a flat 
sl]\er platter of fiuit, a pair of brilliant china birds, or a silver basket or bowl of flowers. 
Tall candles in silver candlesticks, preferably of a design that matches the service, arc 
a -very important part of the dinner table decoration, and the present vogue is to have 
them unshaded. Four silver compotes holding candy may be placed at the corners. There 
should be a set of peppers and salt to every two persons and small dishes for salted 
nuts are placed at each place. A proper equipment of flat silver—knives, forks, spoons, 
and other pieces—is absolutely essential to the proper service of a dinner. 
"While it 


is now recognized as sood form to simplify the number of knives, forks and spoons that 
are placed \ipon the table it is necessary to have available all of tlie silverware requited 
In serving e;ich of the course-!, so that the proper articles may be brought in without 
delay. 72xcept in rare mstsincfs, it id customary to place on the tablo but thiee pieces 
of siherwan- on pitlior side of the plate.

Wilson admitted that so far hs 


has had no direct overtures from 
the faculty committee of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, but hoped that 
in some way, the schedules of the 
two teams couid be made to dove- 
tail. 


"How would U.

schedule a Nebraska game," I asked, 
"on the basis 
of

coast?" 


"That would depend entirely up- 


on our schedule and the Nebraska 
schedule, and upon 
the 
athletic 


committees of the two universities," 
Wilson replied. 
"The Cornhusk- 


ers might bo signed for a one-year 
tussle here in Los Angeles; or on a 
horne-and-home contract. We have 
that sort of an agreement with No- 
tre Dame. 
Knute Rockne's team 


plays here this year; we shall go 
to South Bend next year."

was asked. "Have you made anv 
dednite dates?" 


Schedule Still Open. 


"No," he replied, "we schedule 


Pacific coast conference team? Dec. 
4 and all our outside, nonconference 
games are signed up after that date. 
Consesyiently the prospet of meet- 
ing Nebraska next year depends 
entirely upon die feeling of the 
Cornhusker athletic committee to- 
ward such a game, the reaction of 
our own committee, and upon the 


manner In which the two schedules 
can be arranged.
